The largest payments made to any 


individual county in the state were 
!H76,899.0fi to Pulaski county and $00,- 
840,15 to Dcsha county, both of which 


the special or improvement 


for the year. Payments amount- 


ing to more than $15,000 wcr made to 
each of 39 of the 51 Arkansas counties 
in which the Missouri Pacific pays 
taxes, and in only eight of the coun- 
ties did tho amount total less than 


. $10.000. The Missouri Pacific has only 


a very short mileage in these latter 
'eight counties which arc Arkansas. 
Bradley, Grant, Howard, Logan, Mont- 
gqmcry, Pike and Randolph. 


There are 26 counties in each of 


which the Missouri Pacific tax pay- 
ments amount to more than $25,000 
"annually, and there arc nine counties 
in each of which the payment;; amount 
to more than $40 000 for the year.

The Dutch oven, or tin kitchen, was 


one of the early developments for the 
pioneer housewife. It was a tin, box- 
like oven, open on one side to the 
blaze, standing in the ashes on four 
legs. An iron spit ran through it on 
which were placed roasts of meat. 


And as for serving—when the mod- 


era housewife views her table shin- 
ing with silver, linen and china, she 
may think of the old "burl" bowl, 
which the colonial cook filled with 
slew and placed in Ihe middle of her 
rough table within reach of all. The 
first settlers in 
this 
county used 


spoons hollowed from soft wood, or 
clam shell.-; attached to slicks. And 
there arc modern youngsters who are 
lucky enough to find the old gourd 
on grandfather's farm which was used 
for water, as were skin bags and 
"black jacks," or 
mugs 
made 
of 


leather. 


But the lovely copper and bronze 


and brass vessels! How they shone 
in the bit;, warm kitchens and how 
they would delight the heart of the 
most modern home-lover. There were 
brass and copper basins, huge tureens 
on tiny leys, tiny brass kettles—treas- 
ures to be handed reverently from 
generation to generation.

Follows Hempstead

The expected proclamation of Gov- 


ernor Parnell authorizing the exten- 
sion of tax payments without penally 
lo May 10, was issued lale Thursday 
-ifternoon.

TO AUTO OWNERS 


There seems to be a general misunderstanding 


among the residents of the City of Hope about the 
ordinance requiring the payment of a privilege tax on 
automobiles and the right of the City to collect any 
such tax. 


The confusion no doubt comes about by reason of 


the Act of 1929 (Act 154 Acts of 1929 page 786) au- 
thorizing incorporated towns to assess a tax on motor 
vehicles upon the same being submitted to the electors 
and approved by them. 


Municipal corporations are divided into three classes 


namely: cities of the first, and cities of the second class 
and incorporated towns (Crawford & Moses Digest Sec- 
tion 7448) and the confusion of the public is due to the 
failure to place a technical meaning on the Act of 1929 
where it refers to "incorporated towns." 


By Act of March 27, 1919, digested as Section 7444 


of Crawford & Moses Digest, cities of the first class, 
second class and incorporated towns are authorized to 
'levy a tax on motor vehicle not to exceed $5.00 pel- 
annum, and funds thus collected to be used exclusively 
by said cities in the construction, repair or mantenlance 
of the streets, alleys or public ways of said cities, the 
Act No. 154 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 1929, 
the Act of 1919 is repealed insofar as incorporated towns 
are concerned but, in my opinion, does not in any way 
affect the Act of 1919 giving the right to cities of the 
first and second class the power to levy such tax. 


The City of Hope did not pass ordinance levying 


this tax for several years after the passage of the Act 
of 1919 giving cities the right to do so but on December 
1, 1925, Ordinance No. 374 was passed and approved by 
the City Council of the City of Hope levying a tax of 
$2.50 per annum on each motor vehicle, the funds col- 
lected to be used for street purposes. The time for pay- 
ment of this tax expires on April 15, and the City Coun- 
cil has found that there is so much confusion about the 
matter that they deemed it expedient that some expla- 
nation be made to the public through the medium of 
the Press.
